Nailed Scharnhorst 


By ROGER GREENE, 

LONDON, Dec. 28.—(AP)—Germany’s 26,000-ton battle- 
ship Scharnhorst, outwitted and trapped, sank into the icy 
waters of the Arctic sea under murderous salvoes and tor- 
pedoes from the mighty battleship Duke of York and a force 
of Roval Navy cruisers and destroyers, the Admiralty dis- 
closed tonight in its official story of the battle. 


A flaming salvo from the 
cruiser Norfolk sent the Scharn- 
horst fleeing into the Arctic 
murk: a broadside from the 35,- 
000-ton Duke of York sent her 
reeling desperately; then four de- 


stroyers trapped her and slowed | 
her with three torpedoes into her | 


vitals, and finally the cruiser Ja- 
maica moved in with the 
salvo. 


An admiralty communique gave | 
the official British version of the | 


Gaylong battle Sunday and re- 
vealed that the home fleet suf- 
fered only a few casualties and 
slight damage and that the Rus- 
Sian-bound convoy the Scharn- 
horst attempted to attack es- 


caped unharmed. Some survivors |

FRASER IN COMMAND 


At least four destroyers and 
four cruisers trapped the Nazi 
vessel and hounded her into po- 
sition for a crippling blow from 
the Duke of York. 

The British force was under 
the immediate command of Ad- 
miral Sir Bruce Fraser, who was 
aboard the Duke of York. 

Describing the battle, the com- 
munique related: 


“The cruiser squadron was es-| 


corting the convoy in a position 
to the southeast of Bear island 
when in the half-light of an Arctic 
dawn contact was first made with 
the Scharnhorst, which was pro- 
ceeding at 28 knots in the direc- 
tion of the convoy. 

“. . . The cruisers opened fire 
on the Scharnhorst. 
claimed by H. M. S. Norfolk and 
the enemy then turned away from 
the convoy... .” 

Several hours later, the com- 
munique said, the battleship was 
spotted again and the cruiser 
squadron closed in. In an ex- 
change of shots the Norfolk was 
hit, but the Scharnhorst turned

The induction of more enemy 
aliens into the armed forces is pre- 
dicted by the selective service 
system as the result of an Army 
decision permitting the assign- 
ment of nationals of enemy coun- 
tries to combat theaters where 
they will not fight against fellow 
countrymen and relatives.

In Point Value 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 28.—(/)— 
Fresh ham was boosted one point 
per pound in ration value today 
and other meat items in general 
were left unchanged for January 
in the face of a _ congressional 
move to take pork off the ration 
list entirely for a time to clear a 
market glut. 

The Office of Price -Administra- 
tion, in announcing next month’s 
few changes in meat and fat val- 
ues, reported that movement of 
fresh hams has increased consid- 
erably since validation of spare 
stamp No. 1 in Ration Book 4 
for five points on pork. For that 
reason the current difference be- 
tween ration point value of fresh 
and smoked hams was eliminated. 

Because of overcrowded cold 
storage facilities, another general 
reduction of meat point values 
had been considered a possibility. 
Such a slash recently was applied 
to pork items to move a record 
production into consumption. 


ADDITIONAL MEAT SPACE 

Movement of some processed 
foods out of storage, however, is 
expected to provide additional 
space for meat. That movement at 
the same time increases the likeli- 
hood of a reduction in processed 
food values for January, which 
OPA will announce later this 
week. 

The meat order, boosting whole 
or half fresh hams to five points 
a pound instead of the current 
four points, left butter at the pres- 
ent point value of 16 per pound. 
A few minor changes were made 
in miscellaneous items, with 
cheeses unchanged. 

The move to make pork podint- 
free for 10 days to two weeks 
and permit housewives to buy up 
the current large supply was orig- 
inated by a congressional group 
headed by Senator Reed, Republi- 
can, Kansas. Reed said packing 
houses are glutted and such a hol- 
iday is needed to prevent waste. 
He called the five-point. special 
stamp pork bonus “wholly inade- 
quate.” 

SUGAR UNCHANGED 

The special five-point ration ex- 
pires January 2. 

OPA also announced today that 
housewives’ sugar rations will re- 
main unchanged until April 1, 
with sugar stamp No. 29 in Book 
No. 4 expiring January 15, and No. 
30 becoming valid the next day 
for five pounds of sugar which 
must last two and a half months, 
through March. 

The WFA also reported that ci- 
vilians in 1944 will receive 8.9 
pounds of dry beans per capita 
and 1.6 pounds of peas, which 
WFA said is a little more beans 
than were available this year and 
the biggest pea supply on record. 

Grape juice of the 1943 pack 
will cost approximately § three 
cents more a quart at retail as a 
result of the higher cost of grapes, 
OPA announced. 

The price of grape jams and 
preserves also will be hiked two 
to three cents a pound jar. 


LARGE MEAT SUPPLIES 

OPA said civilian supplies 
meat during January are expected 
to be relatively large. 

“In addition,” the agency stated, 
“recent consumer demand for most 
brown-stamp foods has been close- 
ly in line with available supplies, 
a factor which also keeps point 
changes at a minimum.” 

The few changes bring a two- 
point cut to 12 points a pound in 
the ration value of sliced dried 
beef, while beef tongue is lowered 
to three points from four. Sliced 
ready-to-eat beef tongue is re- 
duced two points to six points a 
pound.

| ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, 
Dec. 28.—(4)—The Italian cam- 
‘paign, now engaging hundreds of 
thousands of men, began with the 
Fifth Army strength amounting 
to only three infantry’ divisions 
‘and the Eighth Army to little more 


‘than a corps, it was revealed to-| 
day in an official review of the 


Italian campaign. 
_ The original landings at Salerno 
were made by one American and 
two British divisions in a desperate 
miiltary gamble because there was 
insufficient time after the end of 
the struggle in Sicily to prepare 
other forces for an amphibious 
operation. 

The seriousness of the Allied 
‘position in the early stages of this 
ibattle and the developments in 
‘three months of warfare on the 
Italian boot were reviewed in de- 
tail at a press conference by Cap- 
tain Vincent Ruwet, of Torrington, 
Conn., supported by a British 
colonel from General Dwight D. 
'Eisenhower’s personal operations 
staff. 

“QUEEN OF THE BATTLE” 

The Army spokesmen said the 
campaign had trught a number of 
‘lessons—that sénfantry _ still is 
“queen of the battle” but that the 
men must be in top pnysical con- 
‘dition and display initiative and 
‘that complete co-ordination of 
‘land, sea and air elements is vital. 
|No one arm can be successful in- 
‘dependently. 
| They said-the use of small “cub” 
‘planes for artillery observations 
| had been of great help and that 
‘air bursts by American artillery 
have been particularly effective. 

Other conclusions drawn by spe- 
cial observers, they added, were: 
Basic training given Allied troops 
is sound; American tanks and tank 
‘destroyers outdo German models, 
‘and service units must extend 
themselves in difficult terrain 
such as Italy. 

The Eighth Army, composed of 
‘ittle more than a corps of Brit- 
ish and Canadian troops, landed 
on the toe of Italy September 3 
at 4:30 a. m. after a 45-minute 
artillery barrage and _ previous 
‘pounding of coastal defenses by 
'the air forces and battleships. 

The landings near Reggio were 
virtually unopposed and the ad- 
vance of General Sir Bernard L. 
Montgomery's small forces up the 
toe met little opposition, but was 
slowed by extensive demolitions. 

By September 8 the Eighth 
Army had moved forward 55 
miles. That nigbt the Italian sur- 
render was announced and the 
next morning at 4 a. m.. the Fifth 
Army task forces appeared off the 
beaches at Salerno where the Ger- 
man 16th panzer division waited 
in full strength. 
| German planes tried to attack 
the convoy but were driven off 
with heavy losses by the Allied 
‘air forces operating from fields in 
‘Sicily. 

A mixed American Ranger and 
‘British Commando unit landed 
‘south of the river and started in- 
land against intense opposition. 

Not all the personnel of the 
three divisions could be landed at 
once, but during the 10th and llth 
| Lieutenant General Mark WW. 
|Clark built up his forces and 
| pushed inland to capture Batta- 
'paglia and Monte Corvino airfield. 
By the night of the 11th the Fifth 
Army, still less than three divi- 
sions in strength on the shore, had 
established a bridgehead 35 miles 
‘long and from three to five miles 
deep. 

GERMANS REINFORCED 

The Germans, meanwhile, rein- 
forced their defense with other 
mechanized forces and launched a 
full-scale armored counterattack 
down the north side of the Sele 
river,

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“The Atlanta Plaza” 

Governor Ellis Arnall contributed, in Tues- 
day’s edition of The Atlanta Constitution, a 
very forceful and practical analysis of the 
Atlanta Plaza project, one which would enclose 
the railway tracks through the heart of the 
city. The project would be self-liquidating. 

That project is one which ought not to 
have any opposition from the railroads, or any 
other groups. Any effort to block it would be 
reprehensible as also, incidentally, would be 
attempts to make of it a purely commercial 
enterprise which would further congest and 
scarify the city. 

Governor Arnall and others interested in 
the future of Atlanta, and its transportation 
future, envision a plaza which will add beauty 
and which will, at the same time, relieve the 
traffic problems of the city, eliminate smoke, 
noise and dirt. 

It is urged that the plan be put into blue- 
prints within the next 12 months. The people 
of Atlanta will expect the full co-operation of 
all concerned in this project. It means too much 
to the future of all concerned to have it sabo- 
taged by selfishness. 

It is not a new idea. The late Clark Howell 
advocated it strongly years ago. At his sug- 
gestion the late Haralson Bleckley drew up 
plans for the project. 

Well before that there were those in Atlanta 
who discussed it. A staff writer for Harper’s 
magazine, visiting the city in 1879, wrote an 
article on Atlanta in the December issue of 
that magazine. In it he said: 

“As yet Atlanta has no market-house; but 
it is proposed to build one at an early day, 
which shall be supported upon arches between 
Whitehall and Broad streets. This would util- 
ize, and handsomely, too, a waste space.” 

They were planning for covering those 
racks and utilizing the waste space even then, 
64 years ago. We have better plans today, and 
it is hoped the public will join with those sup- 
porting the project in asking that we have 
planned action so that once the war is done, 
the blueprints will be agreed upon and ready 
for action. 

We have waited too long already for any 
further delay to be reasonable. 


Murray and the CIO 
With strikes straining the nation’s patience 
to the breaking point, it would be unfair not 
to applaud the prompt—and apparently effec- 
tive—action by Phil Murray, of the CIO, and 
members of the steel workers’ union. 


A one-day walkout by more than 100,000 
of the industry’s thousands of steel workers, 
was met by an order from Murray to go back 
to work. This was given Monday night. By 
Tuesday afternoon work was reported rapidly 
approaching normal. 

In other strikes the public has noted a 
tendency to ignore union leadership which has 
ordered a return to work. With the steel strike 
out of the way, the nation will hope for an 
early agreement on the part of the railroad 
brotherhoods so that work may proceed order- 
ly without further government intervention. 


London’s New Infliction 

When Great Britain engaged in war four 
years ago the people of London soon settled 
down to perform their various tasks, endure 
hardships and shortages of essentials to com- 
fort and life. With the danger of invasion 
definitely ended and blitz bombings a thing of 
the past, they have come to the point where 
little heed is given to the occasional visits of 
a few Nazi planes which drop some bombs and 
attempt to escape before being shot down. 

It would appear the city has enough troubles 
to endure, but now it is in the midst of a blitz 
of thievery that has stumped the efficient 
London “bobbies” and posed a quandary for 
operatives of famed Scotland Yard. 

The poor are suffering along with the rich 
and well-to-do; money is being stolen from 
gas meters and rooms that have been visited 
show unmistakable signs of hunts for hiding 
places of money and valuables. While officials 
are doing all possible to check the thievery, it 
will possibly continue as long as so many 
women are engaged in war work and homes 
are left unguarded. 


Good Year for Farmers 

The year 1943, which comes to a close in a 
couple of days, will go down in history as one 
of the most prosperous ever in so far as Georgia 
farmers are concerned 

The state’s farm produce valuation for the 
year, according to the Georgia Crop Reporting 
Service, was $368,930,000, a full 36 per cent 
above last year’s total 

This is twice the 1941 farm produce value 
and nearly five times the worth of the 1932 
crop. Only once in the history of the state, in 
fact, has this year’s figure been exceeded. That 
bas back in 1919, at the heighth of the post- 
war inflation period. 

It has been, in short, a good year for Georgia 
farmers. 

They have been faced, it is true, with a 
great and growing shortage of labor. No new 
farm machinery has been available, and iv has 
become increasingly hard to get needed equip- 
ment repaired. 

Nevertheless, they have tackled their task 
with characteristic determination with the 
result that their income is the second highest 
ever. 

They stand ready, moreover, to do as well 
or better next year, a fact which is more than 
comforting to those of us who realize that food, 
indeed, “will win the war and write the peace.” 


Hold That Monkey Wrench 

City council took one of the most important 
of steps when it adopted the automatic pay 
plan, with scheduled increases, for municipal 
employes. The plan is a vital part of a good 
civil service system for public employes. It 
means the municipality can now provide for 
all its employes a real and stable career in 
public service, with suitable rewards for effi- 
ciency and length of service. 

It has been reported, however, that certain 
selfish groups will attempt to get greater salary 
concessions, in the form of special increases, for 
their own members. 

If this is done it will, of course, throw the 
whole new plan for automatic pay increases 
out of balance and will disrupt the new system 
before it has time to operate and show its 
value. 

It is to be hoped the groups involved 
will think again before undoing the work that 
has been done or, if they persist, that council 
will reject any demands which would ruin the 


new system. 


Watchers in Grady 

Down in Grady county the Democratic 
Executive Committee has evolved a practical 
if novel means of insuring absolute honesty in 
its February 16 primary. 

A committee of three “secret and independ- 
ent” watchers is to be named for each precinct 
in order “to give to the people of Grady county 
an honest election and to make it so they can 
be free to vote without any illegal coercion on 
the part of any candidate, his family, friends 
or otherwise.” 

It is interesting to note, in this connection, 
that, under Grady’s primary rules, no candi- 
date may use automobiles for the purpose of 
hauling voters to the polls, nor may they hire 
any citizen to work in their behalf on election 


day. 


Moreover, declares the committee: “Any 
violation of the election laws pertaining to the 
buying of votes, either directly or indirectly, by 
the candidate himself, his family, relatives, or 
friends, known to the candidate, will be vigor- 
ously prosecuted in the courts, and the offend- 
ing candidate shall not be declared the nomé- 
nee of the Democratic party even in the event 
he secures the greatest number of votes.” 

Significant, in the case of the “secret and 
independent” watchers, is the fact that, when 
the system was inaugurated four years ago, 
many citizens voiced an objection on the 
grounds that it was “too much like a Gestapo.” 

This year, however, no objection has been 
made, a fact which seems to indicate conclu- 
sively that naught but good has come there- 
from. 

Perhaps other Georgia counties—particular- 
ly those in which one perennially hears of 
election chicaneries—might do well to. investi- 
gate the Grady system.

“TIGER! TIGER!” They are coming home one day—they— 
the men who have fought the war. It 
was a different world after the first war when they of that war 
came home. The world had stopped for them. . Then it began 
again. A new world. That will be true again. 


They are coming home again—children by tiger—and too 
many of the shouters, the hiders behind phrases, 
are forgetting it, I think. 

The office boy who, at 17 years of age, was 
holding his first job at $17 or $20 a week—he is 
coming home. He has been, for a year now, 
pilot or navigator or bombardier or some other 
member of a flying crew. He has been making 
$300 or more a month, with battle time, and 
all he knows is this new trade. The Army can’t 
keep all of them. Aviation will take many, but 
not all the pilots. He is married now and the 
only job guaranteed him is one he has outgrown 
and left behind. 

The marines, the soldiers, the sailors (who 
went from school to war)—the men who landed 
on the beaches, who fought in the jungles, who 
met the flame throwers and the mud and gun- 
fire in Italy; the men who will invade Europe 

: and live through it; the men who will march in 
triumph through captured cities—they are coming home one of 
these days. 


Ten million men, a third or perhaps half of whom have known 
loneliness and death and killing and sickness—they are coming 


home, 

“IN WHAT FURNACE?” it is a military secret, but already 
there are a number of men, with 

no previous criminal records, who have been sent back to serve 

their sentences. Some are killers. Some are rapists. Some are 

criminals of various types. 


There was no previous record of crime. In this country, in 
Italy, in Africa, on some of the lonely islands where we have men, 
they have had something happen which has changed their minds. 

There are not many of these—only a very, very few measured 
against the millions in uniform. A handful. Yet it keeps full. 
They come, one or two at a time, those who did a murder or other 
crime. They do not know themselves why it happened. 

Trained men, the men at the heads of military and federal 
prisons, look ahead. The psychologists look ahead. Several million 
men, many thousands of them used to violence, will come back. 
If there are jobs, if there is the opportunity to make some of their 
wartime dreams come true, they will go along all right into what 
we call a normal sort of life. 

If there are no jobs, if there are many voices calling to them, 
we easily could have a period of great trouble and, most easily, 
a change in our form of government and our attitude toward it. 


“Tiger! Tiger! Burning bright 

In the forests of the night. 

What immortal hand or eye 

Could shape thy fearful symmetry?” 


“What the hammer? What the chain? 
In what furnace was thy brain? 

What the anvil? What dread grasp

SILHOUETTES

THAT 1944 VACATION Presumably most of us will be tak- 


ing some sort of a vacation during 
1944. A couple of weeks, or one, away from the job. For refresh- 
ment of the spirit, rejuvenation of the determination and clearing 
of the brain functions. That is the idea. 
- enieee However, don’t overlook the suggestion to be 
: made herewith, in the next paragraph: 

Sometime before March 15 most of us will 
receive bulky envelopes in the mail. They will 
be from Uncle Sam. Their contents will be the 
income tax blanks we must make out and swear 
to before March 15. And, according to all ad- 
vance descriptions, those blanks are so compli- 
cated, so unintelligible, that we'd better set aside 
at least a week for nothing but the computing, 
the figuring, the guessing required in their fill- 
ing out. 

So, perhaps, you’d better arrange with your 
boss for a week’s vacation after you receive your 
income tax forms, before March 15. True, such 
a vacation won’t be much in the way of refresh- 
ment, rejuvenation and so on. But it looks as 
though it will be necessary. 


AN EXPERT’S VIEW Sylvia Porter, identified as a top-notch 

financial authority, has an article 
about these coming tax blanks, which appears in the January issue 
of Reader’s Digest. Among other things, far from complimentary, 
she says: 

“These blanks will call for column after column of computa- 
tion, estimate, guesswork and statistical absurdity. We will be 
asked to make calculations that are stumping the tax experts even 
after months of study. To guide us through the maze there will be 
pages of small-type instructions in language that passeth all under- 
standing. The instruction sheets are so snarled that several 
key men in the Treasury think the government ought to warn us 
to ignore them altogether.” | 

Approximately 50,000,000 of us are going to get these blanks. 
There will be about 24,000,000 who earned under $3,000 in 1943 
who will have a comparatively easy time. They’ll only fill in the 
“short” form—but that carries two pages for computations and two 
of instruction. 

However, for the 26,000,000 who earned more than $3,000 dur- 
ing the year, there will be five pages of calculation, four pages 
of instruction and directions for adding a few more sheets to cover 
special items. 

Then there’ll be a whole additional return for the estimate of 
the 1944 income, taxes to be deducted from earnings, Victory tax, 
surtax, etc., etc. 

Even the Treasury itself is sore about the complications of 
these returns. From Morgenthau down they are asking congress 
to simplify the income tax laws. But it’s too late to do anything 
about the March 15 returns. 


UNANIMOUS APPROVAL There is one step toward sim- 


plification which, the Porter 
article states. has the approval of everyone. That is to “exile from 
Washington forever the writers of the incredible thing called income 
tax prose and make it mandatory for the new authors of tax instruc- 
tions to use short words, short sentences, no semicolons gnd no 
parentheses.” 

It is a congressional habit to make the simplest things compli- 
cated. It seems impossible for the two houses to agree on any 
simply worded bill or resolution, except the declaration of a state 
of war existing, without tacking on so many amendments that it 
takes a sea lawyer to make turkey out of the hybrid. 

So, when the simple, easy and straightforward Ruml plan of 
current tax payment came before the congress, they had to worry 
it and argue over it and amend it and compromise until the final 
result was no more the Rum! plan than the soliloquy of Socrates. 

And the ultimate result is the abortion of tax return blanks 
that we will have to worry over between now and March 15. 

Let’s see, we’ll have to amend the estimate of 1943 income tax 
we have already made and pay the additional or get a credit for 
overpayment. We'll have to make a return on our 1942 income 
tax and pay 1244 per cent on that. We'll have to make an estimate 
on the income we expect fo earn in 1944 and deduct the amount we 
expect to pay in Victory tax and deduction tax during the coming 
year. And make allowance for earned income. 

Better arrange for that week off the job to devote to your 
income tax returns, study up on higher mathematics, get you a lot 
of pointed pencils and a hundred or more aspirin tablets, put a 
wet towel around your head and ask your wife to keep the children 
out of sight and hearing. Also out of their hearing. Childish ears 
should not hear the language you, undoubtedly, will be using. 


FAIR ENOUGH

In ‘America’ jamin L. Masse, 
who may be a 


priest although he is not so desig- 
nated, had an article in a recent 
issue of America, the Jesuit publi- 
cation, of a type which has been 
more and more common lately. It 
is one of those pieces which say 
that our unions need more democ: 
racy in the interests of the work- 
ers themselves but invariably take 
cracks at the one person who has 
done most to expose crookedness 
and other evils in our unions, 
meaning me. 

I hope I am not immodest in 
this, but if I am so be it. Anyway, 
Mr. Masse and the Civil Liberties 
Union, which brought in a report 
of similar meaning, and others all 
take the attitude that they are 
great, highminded friends of labor. 
although they sat still and let the 
dirty conditions develop; and that 
I, who did tear into the situation, 
starting at a time when it was 
heresy to doubt the sanctity and 
purity of unionism, am antiunion. 

When Mr. Masse says, as he 
does, that my reporting and com- 
ment on racketeering and the ef- 
fects of the Wagner act constitute 
a “vicious caricature,” my answer, 
and a generous one at that, is that 
his own statement is a vicious 
caricature of the truth. 


That interpretation of the Wag- 
ner act, as he states it, is that with 
government support “labor lead- 
ers” have conscripted millions of 
more or less unwilling workers, 
forced them into authoritarian, 
tax-producing unions and are there 
exploiting them for motives of 
personal power and financial gain. 


What Act | defend that_in- 


terpretation. That 
Has Done _ is precisely what 

the Wagner act 
has done and proof of the intent 
is found in the dogged refusal of 
the New Deal and the union 
bosses to agree to an amendment 
protecting workers from coercion 
by the unioneers and in the war 
labor program by which Ameri- 
cans with a patriotic desire to pro- 
duce for war are first required to 
join those authoritarian, tax- pro- 
ducing unions. I don’t agree with 
his designation of these bosses as 
“labor leaders,” however, because 
they are not leaders but drivers 
and politicians remote from the ac- 
tual workers, and their motives 
plainly are personal power and fi- 
nancial gain. 

I have never said that the un- 
ions need more democracy. I dis- 
like the word because this country 
is a republic and it occurs no- 
where in either the constitution or 
the Declaration of Independence. 
Democracy can be invoked to de- 
stroy itself and I have seen it done 
in unions. I say that what the un- 
ions and labor need is honesty, 
decency, fairness and conscience 
among the big bosses and legal re- 
sponsibility. And because men who 
have power without responsibility 
always abuse their power, I say 
our nation should adopt laws, not 
to protect industry or capital from 
labor but to protect the workers, 
labor itself, from the officials of 
he unions. If a parish priest abuses 
his office is he immune? Not at 
all. His boss yanks him onto the 
carpet and gives him a going over 
or, if necessary, removes him. But 
if a union boss abuses his power 
there is no law to curb him be- 
cause the unions make their own 
laws, many of which, incidentally, 
conflict with the constitutional 
rights of citizens of the United 
States.

Column information about un- 
ion abuses of the workers and vio- 
lations of democracy? They got it 
right here in this column. They got 
it sitting down while I was out 
hustling and discovering that the 
AFL was absolutely crawling with 
crooks and with the consent of the 
topmost officials; that John L. 
Lewis was a dictator of the most 
tyrannical kind, an opinion in 
which his old friend and collab- 
orator in that dictatorship, Philip 
Murray, later agreed after a fall- 
ing out over money; that Lewis 
had a burglar in his ruling coun- 
cil, and that unionism has become 
a menace to itself and all Ameri- 
can labor and the cherished 
American form of government.

WASHINGTON PARADE

TARAWA CONCLUSIONS WASHINGTON, Dec. 28.—Two 
thoughts have emerged from 


the recent battle of Tarawa which are being widely discussed in 
military circles because of their relation to future war events, 
both in Europe and in the Pacific. 

One concerns the number of casualties we may expect in 

laying down an invasion army against Hitler’s 
European fortress, judging from the conditions 
we found at Tarawa. 

The second relates to the use of poison gas 
in ferreting the Japs out of other strongly forti- 
fied positions in the Pacific which we must take 
before the main drive on Japan begins. 

At Tarawa, a narrow little island with a 
width of no more than 800 yards at its widest 
point, the Marines met one of the bloodiest 
encounters in their history. Our casualties 
mounted to between 2,500 and 3,000 men, at 
least 1,000 of whom were killed, according to 
the initial reports. 

We suffered these casualties entirely because 
of the underground fortifications the Japs had 
built. The island was ringed around with con- 
crete emplacements, one every few yards. They 
were so well constructed that naval men have 

estimated it would have taken a direct hit from a 2,000-pound shell 
or bomb to put one out of business. 

Before the Marines moved in, we subjected the island to per- 
haps the most intensive bombing and shelling in all history. Some 
2,900 tons of bombs and shells were laid down on the little island. 

Yet when our Marines landed it was found that the bombard- 
ment had done comparatively little damage to the deeply entrenched 
Japs, who came out of their holes and slaughtered our men as they 


struggled to gain the beaches. 
WHAT FROM SMARTER NAZIS? Now if the Japs, who 
are none too bright 


about the science of war, were able to inflict that much damage 
from their fortified positions, what may we expect from the Ger- 
mans, who are a lot smarter, when the time comes for us to open 
the second front? 

That is a question that is engaging the serious attention of 
the Allied high command. The lesson we learned at Tarawa seems 
to be that aerial bombardment alone, or even when it is augmented 
by shellfire from battleships, is not enough to make the path of 
invasion easy against strongly fortified beachheads. 

It must be apparent also that the Germans, from having a 
much longer time to prepare, have built up defenses on the west 
side of Europe which are far superior to anything the Japs have 
been able to do in the Pacific. 

Tarawa was in large measure a repetition of the conditions the 
British found at Dieppe, where a Commando raid to test the strength 
of German positions resulted in a casualty rate of upward of 50 
per cent for the invading forces. 

The combined lessons of Tarawa and Dieppe, therefore, may 
have forced a reconsideration of all of our invasion plans. The 
difficulties we met at these two points were far greater than those 
in Sicily and at Salerno, which were bad enough. 


GAS WOULD HAVE SAVED MANY LIVES As regards 


the second 
thought relating to poison gas, military men returning from the 
Pacific theater point out that by the use of gas we could have 
made it possible for the Marines to occupy Tarawa without the 
cost of a single casualty. Gas would have been able to do what 
2,900 tons of bombs failed to do. It would have exterminated the 
Japs there like so many rats in a hole. 

Here was a little island that lent itself perfectly to the use of 
gas. There were no civilians in the area to be injured. Gas would 
have seeped down into the dugouts and accomplished what bombs 
and shells were incapable of. A few days later the Marines could 
have moved in without danger. More than a thousand American 
lives would have been saved. 

In moving on the island we knew we were going to kill all the 
Japs found there anyway. The little men of Nippon have a fanatical 
way of riot surrendering, preferring to kill themselves rather than 
be taken prisoner. Actually, about the only prisoners we took were 
those badly wounded, together with a few worker units, mostly 
Koreans, who, of course, are not Japs at all. 

So the thought suggests itself that if we knew we were going 
to exterminate those we found on Tarawa, why should we have 
been so polite about it? Why not do them up with gas in a way 
to leave us no casualties. 


MILITARY MEN FAVOR GAS Bob Sherrod, the Time 


magazine correspondent 
who was in the battle of Tarawa, reports that he discussed the 
question of gas with any number of our naval and military men 
in the Pacific and found not one of them who was opposed to the 
idea. All thought it should be done. 

The Japs, we know, have used gas against the Chinese. The 
only reason they and the Germans, who were the first to introduce 
the lethal fumes in the last war, have not employed it against us so 
far is their fear of retaliation. No one doubts for a moment that 
they would be spreading it all over the battlefronts, if they were not 
restrained by the fear of the Allied nations dishing out more than 
the Axis is aMle to give. 

There are a lot of other islands in the Pacific to be taken with 
as much cost as Tarawa. If we can cheapen the price by using gas, 
of which we have unlimited quantities ready, why be prudish about 
it. A man is no deader from a gun or bomb explosion than he is 
from gas. It may be the shortest way to smoke the rats out of 
their holes,

SONG OF REVOLUTION 


In 1917 it was the song of the 
Russian revolution, born in de- 
feat—and by the same enemy—the 
Germans. Lenin and Trotsky, at 
that time, were convinced the rev- 
olution in Russia could only sur- 
vive if joined by other revolu- 
tions, especially in Germany. They 
believed that the world revolu- 
tion was at hand, and that their 
party had only to maintain it- 
self in power until the center 
of the revolution would be shift- 
ed to western lands. Behind the 
signing of the Treaty of Brest Lit- 
ovsk with the Germans, in which 
the Baltis states and the Ukraine 
were surrendered, lay this specu- 
lation. It did not greatly matter 
to Lenin whether they lost the 
Ukraine because it would eventu- 
ally become part of a European 
Communist orded. 

In such a situation, to have cre- 
ated a new national Russian and 
revolutionary anthem would have 
been meaningless. 

But the history of Russia since 
the first five-year plan, has been 
proof that Russia could create a 
revolutionary Socialist state with- 
out the aid and even against the 
outside world. This war has proved 
that this state could defeat the 
very enemy by which 25 years ago 
Russia was defeated. This vic- 
tory has been achieved by a re- 
birth of Russian nationalism and 
without the aid of the German 
workers, who theoretically, should 
have arisen in behalf of all at- 
tacked peoples—especially the Ger- 
man, who had, prior to Hitler, the 
strongest Communist party outside 
Russia herself,

ROBERT The Proud Man Humiliated 
QUILLEN Is Enemy Who Never Forgives 


Free-born Americans, brought up in the faith that all men are 
equal, have little understanding of the bitterness, shame and hate 
felt by people who are treated as inferiors. 

The feeling of equality prized by the ordinary American is sel- 
dom understood by people of other lands. 

He knows there are many men in America who are superior to 
him in many years. Some have better bodies or superior intelli- 
gence. Some have more education and better manners and greater 
polish. Some have greater talents or more business ability, and 
these make more money and thus obtain special privileges and 
powers. 

He concedes such superiority, and it may embarrass him and 
make him feel painfully conscious of his own shortcomings. 

But he knows that the most aristocratic families, like those who 
claim descent from the Mayflower’s company, were once as ‘“‘com- 
mon” as himself. He believes that money alone, plus the advan- 
tages it can provide, gave them their superiority. They are what 
he might have been if his parents or grandparents had made money. 
They are “‘superior’” to one who couldn't finish high school, 

That is why he works and sacrifices to give his kids an educa- 
tion so they can “be somebody.” He knows they will be “as good 
as anybody” if given equal advantages. 

When more fortunate people become arrogant and haughty and 
treat him as princes once treated peasants, he is naturally resent- 
ful; but the thing he resents is not their superiority but their as- 
sumption of it—their bad manners and pretense. He despises peo- 
ple who “put on airs.” He has seen a stock market boom change 
nobodies into leading citizens, and a market collapse change leaders 
of the upper class into nobodies. 

It is this awareness of inherent equality that has kept America 
almost wholly free of the curse of class hatred. Every man feels 
equal to his betters, and will look any of them in the eye and speak 
his mind. He doesn’t feel impelled to hide any resentment he feels. 
as

PILLARS CHANGE 

But the pillars upon which na- 
tionalism rests have changed. Ev- 
erywhere, and above all in coun- 
tries defeated and occupied by 
Hitler, national resistance has 


ple. Those who before had mo- 
nopolized the national slogans 
were the first to become collab- 
orationists, and in public feeling 
are national traitors. This na- 
tionalism, from Yugoslavia to 
France, has assumed a revolution- 
ary complexion. There is a strong 
feeling that the social order, which 
yielded to the conqueror, can nev- 
er be re-established. The move- 
ments of national liberation are 
combined, as in the American Rev- 
olutionary war, with radical so- 
cial concepts. And it would be 
blindness in the face of facts not to 
realize that these concepts are so- 
cialist. 

As a matter of fact, all success- 
ful western revolutions—Cromwel- 
lian, French, American and Rus- 
sion—have had a combination of 
these two factors: nationalism and 
recognition of the need for social 
change. The very word “patriot” 
is a revolutionary invention, used 
first to describe one who was both 
against the King and foreign ene- 
mies. The nation, deceived in an 
established leadership who put 
self-interest above the general wel- 
fare, turned to new leaders, new 
slogans, and new social concepts. 

The prestige of Russia, is due to 
recognition of this most impor- 
tant historic fact of our times, 
namely, that the patriotic forces 
and the revolutionary forces press- 
ing for social change, are con- 
joined everywhere in Europe to- 
day. Russia is looked upon, both 
as the liberator of the nations, and 
the liberator of long-suppressed so- 
cial forces. Let those who -wish 
to believe that the influence of 
Russia is no longer revolutionary 
cherish their wish-dreams. The 
facts are exactly the opposite. 
There is not the slightest hope that 
Europe will re-arise on the founda- 
tions of 1939. 

The European revolution is in 
being. Without revolutionary 
forces and techniques, there could 
be no effective resistance in the 
countries of Europe. And the po- 
litical weakness of the Anglo- 
American powers is that fearing 
these revolutions, originally form- 
less, they have made no attempt 
to canalize them to a dynamic 
idea, and have left them partly 
hanging on Russia, and partly de- 
veloping spontaneously. 

Thus, if the old “Internationale” 
is no longer sung, new and no less 
revolutionary national songs are 
sung. The liberation of the na- 
tions and the rise of the masses 
are becoming synchronized from 
one end of Europe to the other.

Yanks Sorry for Italians 
and ‘Sort of’ Fond of Them 


IN ITALY, Dec. 28 (By Wireless)—The little towns of 
Italy that have been in the patch of this war from Salerno 
northward are nothing more than great rubble heaps. There | 


is hardly enough left of most of them to form a framework 


for rebuilding. 

When the Germans occupied 
the towns we rained artillery on 
them for days and weeks at a 
time. Then after we captured a 
town the German would shell it 
heavily. They got it from both 
sides. 

Along’ the road for 20 or 30 
miles behind the fighting front 
you pass through one demolished 
town after another. Most of the 
inhabitants take to the hills after 
the first shelling. At least they 
did up here. Some go to live in 
caves, some go to relatives in the 
country. A few in every town 
refuse to leave no matter what 
happens, and many of them have 
been killed by the shelling and 
bombing from both sides. 

A countryside is harder to dis- 
figure than a town. You have to 
look closely and study in detail 
to find the carnage wrought upon 
the green fields and the rocky hill- 
side. It is there, but it is tem- 
porary—like a skinned finger— 
and time and the rains will heal 
it. Another year and the coun- 
tryside will cover its own scars. 


SCARS OF WAR 

If you wander on foot and look 
closely, you will see the signs— 
the limb of an olive tree broken 
off, six swollen dead horses in the 
corner of a field, a strawstack 
burned down, a chestnut tree 
blown tlear out with its roots by 
a German bomb, little gray 
patches of powder burns on the 
hillside, snatches of broken and 
abandoned rifles and grenades in 
the bushes, grain fields patterned 
with a million criss-crossing ruts 
from the great trucks crawling 
frame-deep through the mud, 
empty gun pits, and countless fox- 
holes, and rubbish-heap stacks of 
empty C-ration cans, and now and 
then the lone grave of a German 
soldier. 

These are all there, clear across 
the country, and yet they are 
hard to see unless you look close- 
ly. A countryside is big, and na- 
ture helps fight for it. 

The apple season is on now, 
and in the cities and those towns 
that still exist there are hundreds 
of little curbside stands selling 
applies, oranges and hazelnuts. 
The apples are to us here what 
the tangerines were in North 
Africa a year ago and the to- 
matoes and grapes in Sicily last 
summer, 

YANKS LIKE ITALY 

I haven’t been in Italy long 
enough : really to know much 
about the people, but I do know 
that the average soldier likes 
Italy a great deal better than he 
did Africa. As one soldier said, 
“they seem more civilized.” 

Our soldiers are a little con- 
temptuous of the Italians and 
don’t fully trust them, and yet 
with the typical American tender- 
heartedness they feel sorry for 
them and little by little they are 
becoming sort of fond of them. 
They seem to us a pathetic peo- 
ple, not very strong in character 
but fundamentally kind-hearted 
and friendly. 

A lot of our American-Italian 
soldiers are taking to the land 
of their fathers like ducks to 


water, but not all of them, The 


alee night I was riding in a jeep 


with an officer and an enlisted 
man of Italian extraction, both 
from New York. The officer was 
talking about the plenitude of 
girls in Naples, and he said most 
of the soldiers there had girls. 
THIS SOLDIER DIFFERS 

“Not me,” said the driver. “I 
won’t have anything to do with 
them. The minute they find out I 
spéak Italian, they start giving 
me a sob story about how poor 
and starved they are and why 
don’t the Americans feed them 
faster. 

“IT look at it this way—they’ve 
been poor for a long time and it 
wasn’t us that made them poor. 
They started this war and they’ve 
killed plenty of our soldiers, and 
now that they’re whipped they 
expect us to take care of them. 
That kind of talk gives me a pain. 
I tell them to go to hell. I don’t 
like ’em.” 

But our average soldier can’t 
seem to hold an animosity very 
long. And you can’t help liking a 
lot of the Italians. For instance, 
when I pull back to write for a 
few days, I stay in a bare, cold 
room of a huge empty house out 
in the country. My roommates are 
Reynolds Packard, of the United 
Press, and Clark Lee, of the In- 
ternational News Service. 
PYLE’S CARETAKER 

We have an Italian boy 24 years 
old who takes care of the room. 
I don’t know whether the Army 
hired him or whether he just 
walked in and went to work. At 
any rate he’s there all day, and 
he can’t do enough for us, He 
sweeps the room six times and 
mops it twice every day. 

He boards up blown-out win- 
dows, does our washing, and even 
picks up the scraps of wood and 
builds a little fire to take the chill 
off. When he runs out of any- 
thing to do, he just sits around 
always in sight awaiting our 
pleasure. 

His name is Angelo. He smiles 
every time you look at him. We 
talk to each other all the time 
without knowing what we’re say- 
ing. He admires my two-fingered 
speed on the typewriter. He comes 
and looks over my shoulder while 
I’m writing, which drives me 
crazy, but he’s so eager and kind, 
I can’t tell him to go away. It’s 
hard to hate a guy like that.

Tests of the new boot have 
been under way for. several 
months in North Africa, the 
Southwest Pacific and on maneu 
vers in the United States. It is 
equipped with a two-buckle cuff. 
The lower part of the boot is 
laced in the conventional manner. 
The cuff buckles above the an- 
kles, permitting trousers to be 
tucked in quickly. The sole and 
heel are made of synthetic rubber. 
The War Department says the 
boot was designed primarily to 
eliminate the use of leggings. 
Tests have proved it to be cooler 
in warm climates than those now 
in use and less easily snagged by 
underbrush.

PAY IN “STATUS QUO” 

Secretary of War Stimson, given 
control of the carriers after their 
seizure by the government to 
'a strike over wages, announced a 
'a press conference that pay and 


be held in “status quo” until the 
roads are returned to civilian op- 
eration. 

It was explained subsequently 
at the War Department, however, 
that Stimson was discussing only

Pension Setup 


Approval of a rating board and 
service unit at Lawson General 
hospital to handle in one action 
the records of soldiers with dis- 
ability discharges and determine 
the rate of pension to which they 
are entitled is announced by John 
MW Slaton. Georgia manager of the 
veterans’ administration. 

The plan which will go into ef- 
fect early in January “as soon as 
the mecessary personne! can be 
obtained, will eliminate delays be- 
tween the day a soldier is dis- 
charged from the Army for physi- 
cal disability and the time he will 
begin to receive a pension or oth- 
er veterans’ benefits,” Slaton said. 

The rating board will include a 
physician, a lawyer, and a voca 
tional specialist, all to be stationed 
at Lawson hospital, where each 
discharged man’s-record will be 
reviewed. a decision made on his 


rate of pension and vocational ad- | 


vise made available. The records 
will then be forwarded to the dis- 
charged man’s home state and pen- 
sion payments will begin immedi- 
ately. he explained. 

Under the old system, these pro- 
cedures take place in several dif- 
ferent offices thus causing unnec- 
essary delay in the effectiveness 
of a soldiers pension and other 
benefits.
